tained as the result of a dozen FOIA lawsuits, mostly against the FBI and the Departmuht 
of Justice. Some of those suits were precedeutal. One led to the amending of the Act's 
investigatory files exemption to open FBI, CIA and similar files to FOIA access. The 
^Lgislative history on this was mad£ clear by tho sole surviving Kenedy brother. That 
and the fact tliat undy Jackson's tone determined man became a majority was not reported 



by the media but it is in the Congressional Record. 

l n the course of this litigation, in which I regularly, under oath myself, alleged 
FBI perjury to witlihold wliat could not be withheld properly, the Department told tliat 
court that 1 could make such allegations ad infinitira because 1 knew more about the 



assassination and its investigations t.jan anyone worlcing for the 1 BI. 

I-Iy v/ork ie less well known because after getting more than 100 international 
Rejections for the first book on the subject I made a success of it when x published 
it myself, rubliskors did not like that. And, vdien wliat is alleged to be fact is made 
up, it can be and was made attractive and exciting and tliat is what got attention.
